Their attack was preced- 
ed by a barrage and clouds of poi- 
sonous smoke. The marines donned 
their gas masks ajid stopped them, 
400 yards from the trenches, with 
artillery and rifle fire. 


At the same time the Boche at- 


tacked an adjoining unit, losing 
a. 


hundred men and suffering a com- 
plete repulse. 
The American loss 


was small. 


An hour later the Germans at- 


tacked the marines who are holding 
the 
Bouresches. 
The 
marines, 


strengthened during the night, re- 
pulsed the .enemy 
with sanguinary 


losses. 


Earlier in the night the Americans 


attacked at the right of; Torcy, ad- 
vancing a third of a mile and hold- 
ing their gain. The Americans found 
the ground covered with bodies of 
Germans. Here the Germans had 
dug in but were ousted. 


There are evidences that the Ger- 


mau elements are 
again 
receiving 


fresh reinforcements in an effort to 
hold the Americans.
